REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


A report from the commission appointed by the Governor under 
authority of the Legislative Assembly of 1947 to study occupational diseases | 
in the State of Montana was submitted as follows: | 


MAJORITY REPORT 


Members of the Thirty-First Legislative Assembly, 
State of Montana, 
Helena, Montana. 


Honored Sirs: 


Your Commission appointed to study occupational diseases in the 
State of Montana, pursuant to an act of the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly, 


1947, Chapter 242, approved March 7, 1947, herewith reports its findings 
and conclusions. 


Your Commission held four meetings, three in Butte and one at the 
Galen Sanitarium. 


After studying the report of a similar commission, made to Governor | 
Ayers in January, 1939, and due to the fact that under the law now in 
effect, complete data as to all silicotics is now available, it was decided 
that public hearings such as held by the former commission would bring 
out practically no new facts, Therefore, the present Commission unani- 
mously decided that public hearings would be unnecessary, superfluous 
and create an unwarranted expense. 


The efforts of this Commission were therefore confined to the study © 
of silicosis in Montana, as per instructions in the 1947 act, which specifi- | 
cally stated in Section 4, “It shall be the duty of said commission to make 
a comprehensive and detailed survey of occupational diseases, with par- | 
ticular reference to silicosis, with a view to determine the extent to which | 
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such disease exists in Montana and the measures by which undesirable 


existing conditions can be remedied.” 


At the request of this Commission, the State Department of Public 


| Welfare compiled and presented three complete lists pertaining to silicosis 


benefits. One list contained the names of 626 men presently receiving 
silicosis benefits. A second compilation contained a list of those for whom 
silicosis benefits have been discontinued, and a third list contained the 
names of those to whom silicosis benefits were denied. Two of these 
lists gave a brief history, as to the birthdate, birthplace, places and dates 
of employment, dates of application and date of first pension payment, 
together with present employment, if any. The third list contained birth- 
date, birthplace, date of application for silicosis benefit and the reason 
why benefit was denied. All the lists were as of December, 1947. 


An exhaustive and thorough study of the list of those receiving sili- 
cosis benefits was made by each member of the Commission separately; 
and at the four meetings, a collective study of the facts was made and 
commented upon. 


As a result of these studies we find that 94.68% of those presently 
receiving silicosis benefits are between the ages of 49 and 78; the largest 
group being from 59 to 68 years of age. In the group from 33 to 48 years, 
only 3.17% are receiving benefits. In the group from 79 to 93 years of 


| age, only 2.20% are receiving benefits.

From these figures it is clearly evident that the presence of silicosis 


| is almost wholly confined to the 49 to 78 age group, which consists of the 
' men who have been employed in the mines for many years, especially dur- 
| ing those years before preventive measures were installed. These preventive 


measures are specifically wet drilling, sprinkling and efficient and ade- 


' quate ventilation systems. 


The factual figures further indicate that the age groups under 49 years, 
have not contracted silicosis to any great extent. This warrants the belief 
that silicosis is definitely on the decline and no longer a menace in Mon- 
tana. 


In order to intelligently follow the case histories of those now, or in 
the future, receiving silicosis benefits, it was unanimously recommended that 
these individuals be re-examined at three-year intervals.

The iaeentes concurs with the majority in their report except the last 
paragraph, which reads as follows: 


“Tn order to intelligently follow the case histories of those now or in 
the future, receiving silicosis benefits, it was unanimously recommended 
that these individuals be re-examined at three-year intervals.” 


Such an examination is not necessary and will cost the state $7.50 for 
the expense of the X-ray for each of the 626 men now receiving compensa~ 
tion plus the expense of the men travelling to Galen for the examination. 
The expense of travelling is usually taken care of by the County or Wel- 
fare Board. An X-ray as proposed by the majority of the Commission bait 
not stop the disease or help the patient. 


Let it be understood that to date there is no cure for silicosis, which 
is caused by silica dust in the lungs that produces a progressing fibrous 
condition of the lungs. - 


Once a person is a victim of silicosis, there can be no recovery, the 
disease develops continuously until the stricken one is unable to work. 


INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE 


Most occupational diseases are caused by unsanitary conditions in’ 
factories, mines, or workshops but by proper industrial hygienic conditions, 
occupational diseases can be prevented. i 


The Montana legislature when it enacted the silicosis law also enacted 
an Industrial Hygienic law as a companion measure. iy 


If the legislature wants to appropriate any money for the prevention. 
of occupational diseases, it will be better to consider an appropriation for 
industrial hygiene, as one dollar spent to prevent occupational diseases is: 
better than spending for a cure. : 


We have made progress in Montana in controlling silicosis. Let us. 
continue the work of prevention. “a

SPECIAL MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR TO THE 
THIRTY-FIRST LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA 


The Industrial Accident Board of the State of Montana is an important | 
board, entrusted with the protection of those injured in industry, their} 
dependents and survivors. It operates under three plans, known as Plan | 
No. 1, Plan No. 2, and Plan No. 3. Plan No. 1 is commonly known as self | 
insurance; Plan No. 2 is insurance through an insurance company author. | 
ized to transact business in the State; Plan No. 3 is State insurance. This / 
message is concerned only with Plan No. 3. 






Many employers avail themselves of Plan No. 3, and my attention has» 
been directed to a matter of grave importance concerning Plan No. 3, State i 
insurance, and legislation that, in my considered judgment, is necessary t0 | 
conform to business practices, and the protection of the funds of Plan No. 8. i 


Under the Constitution of the State of Montana, Article 12, Section 14, i 
the Governor, the State Auditor, and the State Treasurer constitute the ; 
depository board for the funds of the State of Montana, for the deposit and } 
investment of State funds. Section 182, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, | 
provides the procedure for the devosit of State funds, and the making of 
investments of State funds, and enumerates the classes of investments) 


SE Se 
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permitted to be made. With the exception of the Industrial Accident Board, 
I am aware of no other board that makes its own investments and keeps 
in its own portfolio or safety deposit box its securities. It is my firm 
conviction that this should not be done, and that such securities should be 
in the possession of the State Treasurer. The State Treasurer is, by law, 
under a heavy bond, in excess of $200,000.00, whereas the Treasurer of the 
Industrial Accident Board (a member of the board) is bonded only in the 


sum of $50,000.00. The Industrial Accident Fund, at the last report, dated 


December 31, 1947, had invested $3,621,729.79, which securities should be 
in the possession of the State Treasurer, and not in the possession of the 
Industrial Accident Board. The Industrial Accident Board invests the funds 
to which the injured, widows and orphans must look for compensation, and 
the law should be so changed that these securities of the board be invested 


-as the Constitution provides, under the direction of the depository board, 


and these securities should be in the possession of the State Treasurer and 
not in the possession of the board, as is the case now. 


I need not point out the hazards involved under existing procedure, and 
its being in conflict with Constitutional mandate. Aside from the Consti- 
tutional requirement, it is not good business for the Industrial Accident 
Board to make its own investments. A depletion of the funds could only 
be remedied by increased rates on compensation or the purchase of invest- 
ments that yield a high rate of interest — investments that might well be 
hazardous. I am advised that there are some securities of the Industrial 
Accident Board of doubtful value. This is in part due to the fact that 
Section 3000, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, allows the board unlimited 
power to invest in any security it may approve. This is contrary to the 
policy of the State, and in direct conflict with the limits of the type of 
investments provided by Section 182, referred to above. 


For a board to both expend its funds and make its own investments 
is not in keeping with the policy of our law. 


In addition to the foregoing, the board maintains its own current funds 
in a local bank — deposits seldom less than $50,000.00. At intervals the 
board remits to the State Treasurer by check. The law, Section 2990, Re- 
vised Codes of Montana, 1935, requires that money paid to the board, under 
Plan No. 3, should be paid to the State Treasurer, and the practice of the 


} board, keeping a separate checking account and then remitting to the 


State Treasurer, should not be further permitted, unless by legislative act. 


To that end that you may know the condition of all funds, I have di- 


| rected the State Bank Examiners to audit the affairs of the Industrial Acci- 
| dent Board, and that audit is now in progress. Any independent inquiry by - 
| the Legislative Assembly of the affairs of the Industrial Accident Board 
| meets with my wholehearted approval. 


It is my considered judgment that the complexion of the Industrial 


| Accident Board should be changed. The State Treasurer is a logical mem- 
| ber of the board and he should be the treasurer of the Industrial Accident 
| Board instead of the State Auditor and I so recommend. As a matter of 
| fact, Section 192, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, requires that the State 
| Treasurer be designated the treasurer of each and every State board. So 
_ far as I am able to learn, he is the treasurer of each and every State board 
| with the exception of the Industrial Accident Board. 


The Constitution of the State of Montana, Article 7, Section 7, provides 
that appointments by the Governor should be by and with the consent of 
the Senate. This procedure has not heretofore been followed in connection 
With the appointive member of the Industrial Accident Board, who becomes 
its chairman. I believe the appointment mentioned above should be by and 
with the consent of the Senate. In order to avoid confusion legislation 
should be passed, in my opinion, making it plain that an appointment of 
a chairman of the Industrial Accident Board by the Governor will be by 
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and with the consent of the Senate in conformity with the Constitutional 
provision heretofore cited. 


I recommend that appropriate legislation be enacted in furtherance of — 


this message.”

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
The following motion was presented and read: 


WHEREAS, It appears that the agents and representatives of at least 
one foreign nation are engaged in the conduct of Un-American and sub- 
versive activities in the United States, which are designed to undermine 
and to eventually destroy the American form of government; and 


WHEREAS, It appears probable that such agents or representatives, 
or groups thereof, are engaged in such activities within the State of Mon- 
tana, and that such activities constitute a real threat against the national 
defense of our country; and 


WHEREAS, It appears that the Statutes of Montana with reference to 
treason, criminal syndicalism, sedition, sabotage and other’ subversive 
activities are inadequate to permit investigation, detection and punishment 
of such activities, and to protect the State of Montana and the United States 
Government against such activities: 


I move that the Senate of the State of Montana designate and appoint 
a committee, to consist of three members of the Senate, for the purpose of 
investigating and studying the Montana Statutes having to do with the 
above mentioned activities, and considering the enactment of legislation

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 2 
Introduced by Sawtell, Gosman and Larson 


A RESOLUTION TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES 
TRANSMITTED BY THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
RELATIVE TO HOUSING LEGISLATION. 


WHEREAS, there is certain proposed housing legislation presently be- 
fore the National Congress known respectively as HR933 in the House of 
Representatives, and S138 in the United States Senate, designed by its 
sponsors to relieve housing shortages and to improve housing standards 
in the United States, and 


_ WHEREAS, the above designated legislative matters incorporate there- 
in, 

First, a provision for the expenditure of Two Hundred Fifty Million 
Dollars ($250,000,000) per year of Federal funds over the next five (5) 
years, or a total of One Billion, Two Hundred Fifty Million Dollars ($1,- 
250,000,000), to be matched by municipalities with a sum of Six Hundred 
Twenty-Five Million Dollars ($625,000,000), to a grand total of One Bil- 
lion, Eight Hundred Eighty-One Million Dollars ($1,881,000,000), for slum 
clearance, and 


Second, a proposal for the erection of one million (1,000,000) public 
housing units over a seven (7) year period carrying a rental subsidy to 
occupants of Four Hundred Forty-Five Million Dollars ($445,000,000) per 
year for the next forty (40) years of the existence of said housing, obli- 
gating the Federal Treasury to spend a total of Seventeen Billion Dollars 
($17,000,000,000), and 


Third, a proposal for an initial appropriation of Two Hundred Fifty 
Million Dollars ($250,000,000) for outright grants of One Thousand Dol- 
lars ($1,000) to Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) to individual farmers as a 
subsidy in the construction of farm homes, together with additional sums 
for architectural and engineering services, and 


Fourth, that the approximate total of these non-liquidative expendi- 
tures probably will exceed Twenty Billion Dollars ($20,000,000,000), and 


WHEREAS, it is the opinion of the members of the Senate of the 
State of Montana that a more equitable and more economical method of 
spending these sums for housing assistance should be substituted for the 
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aforesaid described proposals, more suitable to the people of Montana, and 
particularly to the veterans, many of whom are still in dire need of suitable 
housing accommodations. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Senate of the State of 
Montana, Thirty-First Legislative Assembly, that there be substituted 
legislative proposals in the Congress of the United States embodying, 


A subsidy of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) for the construction of 
any new homé by any owner-occupant when matched by an equal amount in 
cash or other equivalent on any new home not exceeding Seven Thousand 
Dollars ($7,000) in cost, exclusive of land, provided, 


Such home be constructed in accordance with the Minimum Construc- 
tion Requirements of the Federal Housing Administration in locations con- 
forming to the Administrative Regulations of the said Federal Housing 
Administration, and providing, that the borrower in the event that a com- 
mitment for an FHA-insured loan is required in the construction or pur- 
chase of such home, meet the accepted standards for such borrowers incor- 
porated in the Mortgage Risk Pattern Procedure of the said Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, and 


Further provided, that the owner-occupants be prohibited from, by 
contract agreement or otherwise, reselling such homes at a higher price 
than the original cost less the One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) subsidy ex- 
cept as the same may be adjusted from time to time for actual replacement 
cost increases as determined through Federal Housing Administration ap- 
praisal procedures, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that it is the opinion of the members 
of the Senate of the State of Montana in transmitting this recommendation 
that the cost of such a program weuld not exceed the cost of the proposals 
above referred to now before the Congress by virtue of the fact that the 
total yearly volume of units within this price range would not exceed Three 
Hundred Thousand (300,000), involving a total yearly expenditure of 
Three Hundred Million Dollars ($300,000,000), and it is further the opinion 
of this body that this type of housing assistance is more in keeping with 
the American tradition of individual home ownership, and that the oppor- 
tunity provided this large class of substantial citizens for moving into their 
own homes will release hundreds. of thousands of existing older and still 
useful, satisfactory housing units for occupancy by those who require the 
low rentals that these properties afford.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Select Committee appointed to investigate the adequacy of Montana 
Laws relative to the investigation and prosecution of individuals suspected 
of subversive activities submitted the following report: 


Mr. President: We, your Select Committee to investigate the adequacy 
of Montana laws to permit the investigation, detection and punishment of 
treason, sabotage and allied crimes, and of un-American and subversive 
activities of individuals and groups in Montana, do respectfully report: 


From the limited investigation we have been able to make, due to 
shortness of time, it is our belief that existing state laws are not adequate 
to permit the efficient investigation, detection and punishment of treason, 
sabotage, criminal syndicalism, and allied crimes, and that a study should 
be made by some group for the purpose of recommending the enactment 
of adequate legislation to attain that end. 


We further believe that in all probability, un-American and subversive 
activities are being carried on in Montana, by individuals or groups respon- 
sible to a foreign power or powers to the detriment and danger of the 
United States and the State of Montana, and with the object of overthrow- 
ing our Government by revolution, or otherwise, and to supplant our form 
of Government. 


We further believe that a thorough investigation of these matters is 
warranted and desirable. However, we feel that this committee has not 
had sufficient time or facilities to enable it to examine into the matter 
thoroughly, so as to recommend the creation of an interim legislative com- 
mittee for that purpose, and therefore recommend that this committee be 
continued until the 60th day of the 31st Legislative Assembly, in order to 
permit a further study of evidence, which we have authoritative assur- 
ance is available from sources of a highly confidential nature.

puted on the basis of the annual estimation of population of the Federal 
Census Bureau for the purpose of computing that portion of officers” 
salaries to be taken from salary column A of Section 1 of said chapter; 
providing that this act shall be in full force and effect from and after its 
passage and approval, but shall not effect an increase of the salary of any 
public officer who is in office at the date this act goes into effect; and 
repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to 
Committee on Counties and Towns. 


House Bill No. 156, introduced by Westlake, Duncan, Helding, Karl- 
berg, Mulroney, Koch: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section

“An act designating the State Board of Health of Montana as water pollu- 
tion agency for purposes of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act; pre- 
scribing its powers; providing for co-operation with the Surgeon General and 
other agencies of the federal government, other states, interstate agencies 
and other interested parties in all matters relating to water pollution, 
including the development of programs for eliminating or reducing pollu- 
tion and improving sanitary conditions of waters; providing for the ap- 
plication and expending of federal funds; providing for the approval of 
projects for which applicaticn for loans or grants under the federal act is 
made by any municipality or agency of the State of Montana or by an 
interstate agency; .providing for the participation in proceedings under the 
federal act to recommend measures for abatement of water pollution and 
to give consent on behalf of the state to request to the Attorney General 
for the bringing of suit for abatement of water pollution; providing for the 
co-operation of all state officers, departments and institutions with the 
water pollution agency.”

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Committee on Compensation, authorized by the Senate on January © 
14, 1949, to investigate all procedures and activities of the Industrial Acci- — 
dent Board, submitted the following report: 


Mr. President: We, your Committee on Workmen’s Compensation, hav- 
ing completed the work assigned to us, submit herewith our report: 


Pursuant to the request of Governor John W. Bonner, made in @ special 
message to the Thirty-First Legislative Assembly, that the affairs of the _ 
Industrial Accident Board be investigated, a committee was appointed by 
the Senate under authority granted in a motion placed by Senator Mahoney 
of Garfield and approved by the Senate on January 14, 1949, to carry on 
this investigation. 


In his message Governor Bonner specified three matters on which he 
desired information: 


First. He asked for an examination of the arrangement now being used 
for handling the funds of the board, both as to the method of depositing and 
investing such funds and also the method of auditing the accounts in this 
department. 


Second. He suggested that the method used for selecting the members 
of the board be changed—both as to selection and approval of appoint- 
ments. 

Third. He asked for an analysis of the Reserve Fund. 


We have complied with his requests, as far as time would permit, and 
have checked the activities of the board. We have examined witnesses fa- 
miliar with these activities. We have made an audit of the investment port- 
folio, and we present herewith a report of our findings, and also submit our 
recommendations. 


The following witnesses appeared and were questioned, and their. an- 
swers recorded: 


Mr. Albert Kruse, Commissioner of Agriculture, Labor and Industry; 
Mr. John J. Holmes, State Auditor; 

Mr. Walter Coombs, present Chairman of the Industrial Accident Board; 
Mr. George Huber, Chief Accountant of the Industrial Accident Board; 
Mr. Robert Johnson, State Examiner for the Banking Departrhent; 

Mr, James Jewett, Auditor, Industrial Accident Board; 

Mr. James T. Graham, President of the State Federation of Labor; 


Mr. Robert Brown, Secretary of the International Union of Mine and 
Smelter Workers Union. 


In addition, Chairman Winters appointed a sub-committee to check the 
securities carried in the investment portfolio of the Industrial Accident 
Board. This committee consisted of Senators Wilson of Carbon County and 
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Sawtell; and a sub-committee consisting of Senators Winters and Hughes 
also sat in on one of the special meetings of the Industrial Accident Board. 


Our findings are as follows: 


Referring to Item 1, we find no particular objection to the present 
method of handling the funds of the Industrial Accident Board. In the 
Governor’s message reference is made to the constitutional provisions for 
handling State funds, and also a suggestion is made that the funds of the 
Industrial Accident would be better safe-guarded if the method for deposit- 
ing, investing and disbursing such funds followed the procedure required 
under the Constitutional Act. 


In reply to this we wish to state: 


The statutes were examined with a view of determining the legality 
of the present practice of the Industrial Accident Board in making its own 
investment of moneys in the Industrial Accident Fund and keeping the se- 
curities, representing such investments, in its custody, or whether this 
money should be handled by the State Treasurer and its investment regu- 
lated by the State Depositary Board, created by Article XII, Section 14 of 
the Constitution. 


We are convinced that the moneys coming into the Industrial Accident 
Fund under Section 29938, Revised Codes of 1935, are not “Public Moneys” 
within the meaning of Section 182, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935. 
Neither do we believe that Section 14, Article XII of our Constitution pro- 
hibits the handling of moneys in the Industrial Accident Fund in the manner 
now provided for in the Workmen’s Compensation Act. Section 2993 of the 
Act (Workmen’s Compensation Act) provided that each industry operating 
under plan 38 shall pay “into one common fund to be known as the In- 
dustrial Accident Fund,” the amount of certain assessments, which are 
made to carry out the provisions of Plan 3 of the Act. The moneys derived 
from these assessments are paid “into one common fund to be known as 
the Industrial Accident Fund,” which is devoted exclusively to the payment 
of all valid claims for injuries coming under the provisions of Plan 3. 
Under Section 38000 of the Code, the Treasurer of the Industrial Accident 
Board invests the reserve in said fund in certain designated securities. 
Under Section 3010, disbursements out of this fund are made by the Treas- 
urer of the Industrial Accident Board as the Board may order. These 
funds are in the nature of trust funds and there can be no doubt but what 
the legislature has conferred ample authority upon the Industrial Accident 
Board and its Treasurer to invest any reserve in the Industrial Accident 
pene and to retain custody of the securities in which said investments are 
made. 


Comparison is also made by Governor Bonner of the bond required for 
protection of the Industrial Accident Funds with the bond required of the 
State Treasurer—with $50,000 in the first instance and $200,000 in the 
second instance. On a percentage basis we believe the comparison indi- 
cates that considering the larger volume of investments handled by the 
State Treasurer, the Investment Fund of the Industrial Accident Board is 
as amply protected as is the State Fund under the larger bond requirement. 


And further, after examining the system used in handling the securities 
which are carried in the Investment Fund and also the safe-guards pro- 
vided for disposal and disbursement of the funds derived from these in- 
vestments, we feel that no change in procedure is necessary as the Board is 
operating at the present time. 


Reserve Fund 
Under this heading, we were asked to make a detailed audit of the in- 
vestments held in the Reserve Fund of this Board. 


This audit consisted of checking every stock certificate and every bond 
held in the safety deposit box of this Fund. 
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A complete analysis was made of each item, and a comparison was 
made of these items with the entries carried in the ledger of the Industrial 
Accident Department. We found a very satisfactory situation both as to 
cash on hand and quick and long term investments. We found, of course, 
some items of doubtful value, but these items are not of sufficient volume 
to jeopardize the stability of the fund in any way. 


A synopsis of these investments shows the percentage of each account:

In addition to the above there was deposited with the State Treasurer 
cash in the amount of $679,939.18, and on December 31, 1948, the balance in 
the bank for this department amounted to $51,529.56. 


The Special Improvement District Bonds are of doubtful value. The 
existence of the Improvement District Bonds in the amount of $51,004.15 
which is carried in this fund has been known for some time. All audits have 
disclosed the fact that they were held in this fund and frequent suggestions 
have been made that these Special Improvement District Bonds be removed 
from this Investment Fund. However, the board has had no authority for 
taking such action. 


To cure this situation this investigating committee has drawn a bill 
and had this bill introduced in the Thirty-First Legislative Assembly, which 
will write into law a method whereby these so-called worthless securities 
can be liquidated. 


In further explanation, we wish to state that the Improvement District 
Bonds referred to above were purchased over twenty-five years ago, and 
have been carried in the portfolio very much against the wishes of all recent 
administrators. We also wish to explain that there is a small liquidating 
value in these bonds and by giving the Industrial Accident Board authority 
to negotiate for the retirement of these bonds, the salvage will be received 
and the balance can then be charged off. 


We wish to call your attention to the fact that because of the appre- 
ciation in the values of some of the other securities listed above, the net 
depreciation to the fund caused by charging off all of item No. 4 is only 
$20,732.27. 


In part of the testimony, which is shown in the minutes of this com- 
mittee, the charge is made that the cost of purchasing federal securities 
through the Helena banks was not reasonable. An examination of the re- 
port of Mr. Howard C. Schuyler, which is appended herewith, indicates that 
the cost of this service is 2/82 of 1%, and is a standard charge for all cus- 
tomers who avail themselves of this service. This was the only item of a 
critical nature that was developed during all the testimony taken during 
ue hearings held by this committee. We do not consider this an exorbitant 
charge. 


We also wish to call attention to the fact that the State Bank Ex- 
aminer makes a complete audit of this department annually. This report 
is published by the department and is available for inspection by any one 
interested in the operation of the Industrial Accident Board. 


In addition, we are submitting the analysis made of the Improvement 
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District Bonds by Mr. Howard C, Schuyler of the Union Bank and Trust 
Company. He has also made recommendations regarding the transfer of 
part of the securities, more particularly referred to as the Western Union 
Telegraph bonds and the Montana Power Company preferred stock. Your 

committee feels that the suggestions made to convert these securities to 
U.S. Treasury bonds is well taken and should be followed. 


Suggestions and Conclusions 


We suggest a change in the membership of the Industrial Accident 
Board and feel that the following arrangement should be followed: 


One member to be selected and appointed by the Governor. This 
member to be Chairman of the Board. 


A second member to be the Commissioner of Labor and Industry. 
A third member to be the State Treasurer. 


It is entirely proper that Labor as well as Industry should be ade- 
quately represented on this board, and we feel that this is being accom- 
plished in the arrangement presented above. Inasmuch as the Commission- 
er of Labor and Industry is to be an appointive officer, the resulting ma- 
jority membership of this board will be under direct control of the Governor 
and we thus have definite localized responsibility which is so very necessary 
for efficient operation of any governmental agency. We urge your most 
thoughtful consideration to this suggestion. 


A study of the testimony taken by this committee indicates a general 
satisfactory condition, both as to financial matters and administrative de- 
tails. 


The representatives of Labor, namely, Mr. James T. Graham and Mr. 
Robert Brown, advised this committee that relations between the Indus- 
trial Accident Board and the members of their unions have been satisfactory. 


However, after receiving the reports of the sub-committee, and after 
checking with the present officials of the Industrial Accident Board, the 
methods for handling claims filed with this board, we are of the opinion 
that attempts should be made to improve the servicing of the claims filed 
with this department. We feel there is need for facilitating the contact 

between the examining members of the board and the injured workmen. 


In some instances intermediaries have been employed by the claimants 
which has resulted in extra cost to the claimant and, therefore, a reduction 
in the net benefits to the injured persons. 


We also recommend a thorough check to discover, if possible, whether 
or not excessive charges for medical attention have not been made, and we 
request the institution of a more extensive educational program to the end 
that safer working conditions can be developed. Experience has shown 
heavier losses and more frequent accidents among the smaller industries. 
This, we believe, is due to the fact that the smaller industries do not have 
available the services of safety engineers. By proper cooperation, how- 
ever, of the Industrial Accident Board and employers with representatives 
of the employed workers, a system of educational instruction can be de- 
veloped which will result in the lessening of the number of accidents and a 
resulting reduction in the cost for the protection provided by this act. 


We realize that to institute the investigations suggested and carry out 
the above programs will require more detailed work than this committee 
could provide. The allotted time was too short to explore all of the possi- 
bilities mentioned above but it is hoped that the department will be able to 
make arrangements to complete the survey and put in practice the sug- 
gestions we have made. We believe it is possible to reduce the cost to the 
employer by instituting modern safety methods and by carefully checking 
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all claims for services rendered to injured workers. We also suggest care- 


fully screening of all demands made for payments. 


With a reduction in costs, savings would be increased. These savings 
could be divided between those providing the funds for supplying this type 
of aid and those receiving the benefits therefrom. Thus, the cost to the 
employer could be reduced and the benefits to the worker expanded. 


The results we anticipate are very much desired; it is our hope that 
out of our labors something really beneficial will be obtained. 


In conclusion we want to assure you that the affairs of the Industrial 
Accident Board are in a satisfactory condition. Funds are adequate and 
reserves are sound. There is no reason for apprehension regarding the loss 
incident to the liquidation of the Improvement District Bonds which are part 
of the Invested Reserve. We find no evidence of culpable mismanagement. 
The suggested changes covered in this report are not of major significance. 
Improvements are possible and we hope can be made. 


In closing we would like to pay tribute to a very faithful employee in 
the person of the late J. Burke Clements. His influence is found in the de- 
velopment and growth of this department. The State of Montana owes him 
a very deep debt of gratitude. 


We also gratefully acknowledge the assistance provided by all depart- 
ments and all employees who were called upon for information and reports.

NOTES 


1. Reviews of the Industrial Accident Board in past years has revealed 
a desire of such board to maintain approximately 25 per cent of the in- 
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vested funds in securities which could be readily liquidated within thirty 
days, in addition to its usual policy of keeping a suitable cash balance to 
cover expenses and routine payments as they are allowed. 


2. The United States bonds have been purchased through the two 
Helena banks under a policy of dividing such purchases equally. The Hel- 
ena banks have handled the business under the minimum charge of 2/32nds 
for the purchase of United States Treasury Bonds, or 62% cents per $1,000, 
plus out of pocket expense, for such services. There is no charge for the 
purchase of U. S. Series “G” bonds. 


3. It is not known where the Western Union Telegraph Company 
bonds were purchased, but presumably by subscription when issued in 
1930; and, Montana Power Company $6 Preferred stock was purchased in 
1931 by subscription. In times past it has been pointed out to the board 
that while these two investments are suitable for other classes of investors, 
it was quite debatable as to their place in such a state trust fund, and it 
was suggested they be sold. 


4. The Special Improvement District Bonds were purchased in the years 
from 1921 to 1926. From previous information and a check of the records 
immediately available, it appears that there are only nominal collections in 
the Special Improvement District funds against which bonds are held, so 
that it appears that small recovery can be anticipated in either of these 
cases. For all practical purposes, therefore, these bonds are worthless, and 
except for the nominal recovery in future, represent an actual charge-off 
against the Investment Fund of the Industrial Accident Board. 


5. To summarize, the investments of the board reflect a desire to pro- 
vide quickly cashable securities of approximately 25 per cent, with re- 
mainder of fund in long term bonds to bring average return up to 2.4 per 
cent on over $4,000,000, that costs of buying securities has been very 
nominal and as low as possible through any known source, that corpora- 
tion bonds and stock might be eliminated for such fund, that Special Im- 
provement District bonds are practically a total loss and a charge-off.

WHEREAS, the Wyoming Interstate Streams Commissioner and Assist- 
ant Commissioners have twice negotiated the Yellowstone River Compact 
and it has twice failed of final approval by the Wyoming Governor, 


AND WHEREAS, it now appears that in the interests of harmony 
within the State of Wyoming, as well as in portions of the State of Mon- 
tana, and also in order to secure a compact which will meet with the ap- 
proval of the Governor and Legislature of the State of Wyoming, that cer- 
tain minor changes should be made in the terms of the present compact, 
and that in order to accomplish this, it will be necessary to re-negotiate such 
compact.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The following communications from the Governor were received and 
read:

May I respectfully direct your attention to House Bill 106 relating to 
unemployment compensation benefits? I sincerely believe that the Senate 
has amended this measure to such an extent that the bill is entitled to 
reconsideration; and I hope the House of Representatives will send the pro- 
posal to conference, so that it may be re-appraised. 


Let me review: 


The original proposal, as submitted to the House, which I believe was 
equitable and just, called for increasing the highest maximum weekly bene- 
fit amount from the present $18 to $26, and increasing the duration of 
possible benefits from 16 weeks to 26 weeks. There was a provision for re- 
ducing the 2-week waiting period to one week, and adding what appeared 
to me to be very equitable minor, additional dependents’ allowances. There 
were additional provisions for the protection of the fund, increasing the 
so-called floor and ceiling. 


In committee, and by vote of the House of Representatives, about 75 
per cent of the monetary costs of this improved program was killed; and 
the measure, as sent to our Senate, provided only for an increase in the 
possible weekly duration from 16 to 20 weeks, 


Last evening the Senate removed the additional duration, leaving only 
the very minor increase in the highest possible benefit amount—from $18 
to $20.

I am advised that the average payment over the country today is ap- | 
proximately $20, and the only improvement in this law, as now provided in © 
House Bill 106, would be to bring the highest possible payment in Montana 
to the average payment in the country. 


The removal of the additional 4-week possible duration will be a seri- 
ous blow to the economy of this state, more particularly west of the Con- 
tinental Divide. The Unemployment Compensation Commission advises me 
there are more than 12,000 unemployed in Montana today, and that ap- _ 
proximately 40 per cent of these 12,000 are located in six Montana counties 
west of the Divide—Missoula, Lake, Flathead, Lincoln, Ravalli and Sanders. 
This is brought about by the virtual shutdown of the logging industry. — 
That industry is facing a serious emergency, even when snow melts, by the | 
choking of our roads into. the timber areas, by flood conditions, and some | 
indication of a mild slackening of business. 1 


Hundreds of these individuals will be on relief and in serious condition 
before the end of next month because their entitlement will expire, unless 
our legislators reconsider and return this proposal, as passed by the House 
of Representatives, to a possible duration of 20 weeks. 


I am further advised by the Unemployment Compensation Commission 
that the reserves held by the state for this purpose are fully adequate to 
meet this increased liberalization, and today amount to some 29 million, 
500 thousand dollars. 


A recent checkup would indicate that approximately 90 per cent of all 
benefit checks forwarded by the Commission in recent weeks have been 
cashed in stores and banks, so that it is reasonable to consider that these 
payments are taking care of a large part of the current grocery bills of the 
workers in these western counties, 


I most sincerely hope that both Houses can reconsider this proposal 
and return the measure to at least the approval of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, placing the highest possible weekly benefit at $20 and the longest 
possible duration at 20 weeks. It is, of course, too late to reconsider the 
other meritorious provisions of the bill which have already been killed. 


Forty states already pay benefits for 20 weeks or more. Is Montana to 
remain in the eight states paying less than 20 weeks? Most sincerely I 
hope not. 


I would further suggest that, if possible, the emergency clauses be 
added to this bill so that it becomes effective March 10, rather than March 


31 as now provided.

A BILL FOR AN ACT ENTITLED: “AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR 
THE SUBMISSION TO THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE OF 
MONTANA OF AN AMENDMENT TO SECTION 5, ARTICLE XIII OF 

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF MONTANA, RELATING TO 
THE LIMITATION OF INDEBTEDNESS OR LIABILITY OF A COUNTY 
eee HE APPROVAL OF A MAJORITY OF THE ELECTORS 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


Section 1. That Section 5 of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the general election to be held in November, 1950. 


Section 2. That Section 5 of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 5. No county shall be allowed to become indebted in any 
manner, or for any purpose, to an amount, including existing indebtedness, 
in the aggregate, exceeding five (5) per centum of the value of the tax- 
able property therein, to be ascertained by the last assessment for state and 
county taxes previous to the incurring of such indebtedness, and all bonds 
or obligations in excess of such amount given by or on behalf of such 
county shall be void. No county shall incur any indebtedness or liability 
for any single purpose to an amount exceeding the sum set by law with- 
out the approval of a majority of the electors thereof, voting at an election 
to be provided by law.” 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed upon an official ballot provided for 
‘by Section 678, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, as amended by Chapter 81 
of the Laws of the 26th Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 
1939, and as provided by law, and there shall be printed on such ballot the 
title of this act and the following words:

given by or on behalf of such city, town, township or school district shall 
be void; provided, however, that the Legislative Assembly may extend the 
limit mentioned in this section, by authorizing municipal corporations to 
submit the question to a vote of the taxpayers affected thereby, when such 
increase is necessary to construct a sewerage system or to procure a supply 
of water for such municipality which shall own and control said water

On the evening of November 24, 1948, during the early reaches of the

In 1900 he established the Kalispell Laundry and continued in this 
business until a short time prior to his death.

°1912 to 1921 and from 1926 to 1928, and served as president of the Kali- 
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spell Chamber of Commerce, and the first president of the Kiwanis Club 
of that city. He served as State Senator from Flathead County for a period 
of twenty-four years, faithfully and well. 


Fraternally, he was a member of all branches of the Masonic Order. 


He was ever a firm friend, a worthy opponent and a man of strong 
convictions. He served his city, his county, and the State of Montana with 
energy and devotion.

House Bill No. 445, introduced by Committee on Appropriations: A 
bill for an act entitled: “And act to appropriate money from the general 
fund for the support and maintenance of certain institutions for the year | 
ending June 30, 1949, the appropriation made by the Thirtieth Legislative 
Assembly having been found to be insufficient.”” Referred to Committee on 
Finance and Claims. 


House Bill No. 447, introduced by Appropriations Committee: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to appropriate money for the operation and 
maintenance and for other purposes designated herein for the several units 
of the University of Montana, known as Montana State University, Mon- 
tana State College, Experiment Station and Sub-Stations, Extension Serv- 
ice, Montana School of Mines, Montana State Normal College at Dillon, 
Eastern Montana Normal School at Billings, and Northern Montana College 
at Havre, and for student fare refunds for the period beginning July 1, 
1949, and ending June 30, 1951.” Referred to Committee on Finance and 
Claims. 


House Bill No. 448, introduced by Committee on Appropriations: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to appropriate money for State 
Department of Public Welfare of the State of Montana for Public 
Assistance, for administrative costs in the state department. and in the 
county departments of public welfare and for all other expenditures com- 
ing under the State Department of Public Welfare which they may law- 
fully incur, for the period beginning with July 1, 1949 and terminating 
with June 30, 1951.” Referred to Committee on Finance and Claims. 


House Bill No. 449, introduced by Committee on Appropriations: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to appropriate money for the operation, 
maintenance and other purposes, as designated herein, for certain state de- 
partments, boards, bureaus, commissions and institutions, for the period 
beginning July 1, 1949, and ending June 30, 1951.” Referred to Committee 
on Finance and Claims. 


House Bill No. 450, introduced by Duncan: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act appropriating money to the Attorney General for the purpose of 
law enforcement, and declaring an emergency.” Referred to Committee on 
Finance and Claims.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Select Committee appointed to investigate the affairs and opera- 
tions of the Montana Liquor Control Board submitted the following report: 


Mr. President: We, your Committee appointed to investigate the affairs 
and operations of the Montana Liquor Control Board, submit herewith a 
report: 


Introduction: 


Governor Bonner, in his message to the Thirty-First Legislative As- 
sembly, recommended an investigation of the Montana Liquor Control 
Board. Following this suggestion, a committee was appointed by the Sen- 
ate. The motion authorizing appointment of this committee called for a bi- 
partisan investigation, to act conjunctively with the House committee. Full 
power was given to subpoena witnesses, administer oaths, examine records 
and documents, and to employ such persons as might be necessary to con- 
duct the investigation. The following committee was appointed: Sawtell, 
Chairman; Liggett, Vice-Chairman; Haynes, Lynch and Lehrkind. 


An organizational meeting was held on January 18. The Chairman re- 
ported at this meeting that the House committee had refused to concur in 
the Senate suggestion for a joint investigation. He stated that it would 
therefore be necessary to carry on an independent investigation. A tenta- 
tive program was adopted at this meeting. After discussing the program 
informally, it was decided to ask for a conference with Governor Bonner, 
to enable the committee to discuss with him the details of the investigation 
and to request that he submit to the committee whatever information he 
might have, pertaining to any irregularities, illegal political activities, or 
corruption, as mentioned by him in his request for the investigation, 


A schedule was also arranged for interviewing members of the Liquor 
Control Board, and past and present administrators. 


subcommittees were appointed to check the audits made by the State 
Examiner, and also to investigate the system used by the different depart- 
ments of the Liquor Board, more particularly referred to as the warehouse, 
Store “A,” and the Helena retail store. 


On January 20, Mr. Joseph A. Buley, former administrator, appeared 
before the committee, was duly sworn and was questioned. Senator Haynes 
was requested by the chairman to take charge of the examination. 


Mr. Buley’s testimony disclosed that he had served from June, 1944, to 
December 21, 1947—first as chief accountant, and then as administrator,. 
of the Liquor Control Board. His testimony also indicates that he was. 
given the authority to carry on the policies and functions of the board, 
subject to approval by the board. He was questioned with reference to 
purchases of liquor, wines, and other merchandise handled by the Liquor 
Control Board. He was also asked to explain certain arrangements with 
retailers, whereby liquor from outside the state was brought into the state 
and distributed among certain liquor dealers. 


On January 24, Mr. Buley again appeared before the committee ang 
was questioned regarding the issuance of wholesale liquor permits, the 
storage of liquor in places other than state warehouses, the supposed il- 
legal issuance of licenses in Martin City, the possession of liquor stamps by 
a resident of Dillon, and the issuance of a license by the Montana Liquor 
Control Board to an alien. An exhaustive inquiry was made, at this meet- 
ing, as to the procedure used by the board in the matter of handling sus- 
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pensions. Mr. Buley gave direct answers to all the above questions, and 
these answers appear later in this report. 


On January 26, the committee inspected the warehouse and also con- 
ducted a hearing, at which Mr. David R. Wallace, a member of the Liquor 
Control Board, and Mr. John W. Corwin, chairman of the Liquor Control 
Board, were questioned regarding certain transactions which had transpired 
during their administration. Mr. William Webb, of the State Examiner’s 
office, was also questioned regarding the details of auditing the accounts 
of the Liquor Control Board. 


On the evening of January 26, Mr. Torrance H. MacDonald appeared 
before the committee. He stated that he had been attorney for, and later 
was appointed administrator of, the Liquor Control Board; and he had 
served during the period from 1941 to 1944. Senator Haynes again acted 
as interrogator of this meeting. Mr. MacDonald was questioned as to un- 
lawful practices, purchases and official acts of the board. 


On January 28, by appointment previously made, Governor Bonner met 
with the committee. In opening this meeting the chairman read the fol- 
lowing statement: 


“Governor Bonner: 


“This committee has been appointed by the Senate, as you know, in 
response to a recommendation made in your message to the 31st Legisla- 
tive Assembly—that the Montana Liquor Control System be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. Our purpose in asking you to meet with us is to discuss the 
details of this investigation and also to get certain information from you 
relative to past performances of the Liquor Board which you have indicated 
you have available. 


“We have two principal objectives in mind. First, the determination 
of the existence of political influence and corruption in the present board. 
And secondly, to determine the efficiency of operation under the present 
act, and to suggest changes in the act if the present arrangement can be 
improved upon. 


“We have held some preliminary meetings but consider this meeting’ 
with you the most important; we have withheld aggressive action on some 
phases of our investigation until we could meet with you and get your sug- 
gestions. 


“There are also some questions we would like to ask of you: For in- 
stance, you refer in your message to the existence of politics and corruption 
in the Liquor Board. If you have evidence of either political activity or 
couse on in the present board will you submit this evidence to this com- 
mittee? 


“We also would like to know if you have any phases of this investiga- 
tion that you wish us to give particular attention to. The reason I am rais- 
ing this question is the fact that the House of Representatives has a like 
committee working on this same problem and we understand that they are 
making a complete audit of the books of the Liquor Board. It would seem 
unnecessary that two such audits be made for it will only entail additional 
expense without developing any pertinent information. It would therefore 
seem advisable to coordinate some of the action of the two committees 
where possible. 


“We want you to know, Governor, that we sincerely hope to be 
able to work out suggestions for improvements in the operation of this 
board as one of the main accomplishments of this investigation and ask 
of you for full cooperation.” 


Senators Lehrkind and Lynch conducted the interview at this meeting. 
Governor Bonner was told by Senator Lehrkind that the committee would 
like definite facts, if available, of specific instances of wrong-doing—and,

also, that the committee would like suggestions for improving the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the Liquor Board. At this meeting, the 
Governor enumerated ten points on which he wished specific action, and 
the committee advised him that they would make a complete report on the 
subjects covered by him in his testimony. 


On February 3, Mr. David R. Wallace appeared before the committee 
at a meeting held at the liquor warehouse. Mr. Paul W. Smith, attorney for 
the Montana Liquor Control Board, was also present. Mr. Wallace was 
questioned regarding the points raised by Governor Bonner, and his answers 
are recorded in the testimony which accompanies this report. Mr. Smith 
was also questioned as to the legality of transactions that transpired and 
which were being investigated. The matters referred to pertained to the 
storage of liquor in the First National Bank of Helena, and also certain 
purchases of liquor, as well as the issuance of licenses. 


On February 7, Mr. William Boyer, of Martin City, appeared before 
the committee; and Mr. Fred Heinecke and Mr. Joseph A. Buley also ap- 
peared. Mr. Boyer was questioned regarding the license which he had pro- 
cured for operating a tavern at Martin City. Mr. Heinecke was questioned 
regarding the storage of liquor in the First National Bank. Mr. Buley was 
questioned regarding the purchase of Jack Rose liquor, and gave a complete 
report on this transaction. Senator Liggett did the questioning at this 
meeting. 


On February 15, Mr, Buley was asked to give a report on liquor that 
was brought into the state of Montana with the assistance of the Montana 
Liquor Dealers’ Association. This matter was explained to the committee, 
and the minutes carry the complete report. He also explained the 58 per- 
cent and the 50 and 8 per cent methods of arriving. at mark-up and excise 
tax. 


On February 18, Mr. George M. Melton of Dillon appeared before the 
committee and was questioned regarding the stamps that he had in his 
possession. These stamps were turned over by him to the investigating 
committee, and he explained his possession of the stamps. 


A subcommittee, consisting of Senators Lynch, Lehrkind and Sawtell, 
visited the local store and checked the records and the methods of receiving, 
invoicing, storing and retailing the merchandise items carried in the store. 
Particular attention was given to the records on breakage and loss, also 
the method of building up and maintaining a perpetual inventory, and the 
methods used in auditing these stores. 


Conference with Governor Bonner: 


Referring to the ten points enumerated by Governor Bonner when he 
appeared before this investigating committee, asking for specific action, we 
present herewith the facts: 


First, the Governor asked if it was a fact that “a member of the Liquor 
Control Board on Feb. 11, 1944, made an unauthorized purchase of ap- 
proximately $200,000 worth of imported Mexican rum and tequila from a 
distributor ?” 


Mr. T. H. MacDonald was administrator at that time, and he was 
questioned regarding this when he appeared before the committee. He re- 
plied that he knew of the instance referred to, and that this matter had 
previously been investigated. (The report on this matter is contained in 
the House Journal, Session of 1945, page 163). The testimony given in 
the previous investigation, and corroborated by Mr. MacDonald at this hear- 
ing, shows that the order referred to included 2,000 cases of Ron Toro 
rum, and that Mr. Wallace issued an order by means of a letter, that a 
copy of such letter was placed in the files, and that the order was not re- 
jected by the administrator or questioned by the board. 
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Inasmuch as this purchase was made by Mr. Wallace, he was asked 
to make an explanation when he appeared before this committee, and his 
statement appears as follows: 


“IT went out to Seattle, and it was in the days when liquor was be- 
ginning to be hard to get, and we were looking for most anything that 
would be acceptable to the public in the line of drinking material. I 
met Mr. Jay Larson, who is first vice-president of the Seattle First Na- 
tional Bank. Mr. Larson used to be the head of the Banking Department 
of the State of Montana, and a man whom I[ knew very well. He asked me 
about conditions in Montana, and I told him what we were up against and 
what we were trying to do. 


“He suggested that I meet a member of the firm of Kessler and Le- 
vine, otherwise known as K. & L. of Seattle, who were friends of his bank, 
and Mr. Larson knew both of the men personally. I was taken over to 
their office and introduced to Mr. Levine, and I had quite a conversation 
with him, the result of which, as I remember it, I purchased a quantity of 
rum. I have no recollection of buying any tequila whatsoever. I signed 
an order in Mr. Levine’s office, came back to Helena, reported what I 
had done, to Mr. MacDonald, who was then administrator, Mr. MacDonald 
advised me at the time that it wasn’t just the thing for a member of the 
board to do any purchasing—that was entirely in the hands of the ad- 
ministrator. However, Mr. MacDonald said, ‘We will clear this order, 
and when the invoices come I will make out the necessary purchase order 
and O. K. the invoices, which was done. Mr. recollection is, and I am not 
quite clear on this point, that the matter was taken up with the board and 
the purchase approved. That is my story.” 


The second question asked by the Governor was: “Isn’t it a fact that 
subsequent to that time, some $8,000 worth of business was given to the 
distributor for the same kind of imported liquor?” 


We developed no information relative to a purchase of that amount, but 
we do find that an $8,000 credit was given by the distributor, for an ad- 
justment that was made on the shipment referred to in the above trans- 
action. This credit was issued because of the fact that it was necessary 
to return some of this liquor to Seattle to be filtered. It developed that a 
sediment appeared in the bottles, which made it unattractive in appearance. 
This sediment was due to a sugar coagulation, and by filtering and re- 
penta the objectionable feature was removed and a more salable product 
obtained. 


Referring to the third item, relative to the purchase of Mexican liquor 
against the order of Mr. Torrence MacDonald, who was then administrator 
of the Liquor Control Board: 


Mr. Wallace denied in his testimony that this purchase was made 
against the advice of Mr. MacDonald. A situation seemed to have de- 
veloped at that time, where the administrative duties were not clearly 
defined, and it is quite apparent that it would have been an easy matter 
to have had some conflict in the placing of orders, 


Item No. 4 is difficult to answer in detail. The Governor asked if 
“Later orders were placed with an importer for approximately $1,600,- 
000 of imported wines and liquors which made the liquor board obligated 
ice ooo totaling approximately $4,350,000.00 which was later sold at a 
oss ? 


In our investigation we do find that some purchases were made of 
merchandise that were not good sellers. It was explained that the usual 
items were unobtainable, and, therefore, they took what was available, 
even though they realized it was not of the better known and more at- 
tractive brands. Losses were later taken on some of those items. An 
analysis accompanies this report, giving the losses in detail. 


Item No. 5, relative to the issuance of “wholesale liquor permits to in- 
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dividuals authorizing them to purchase liquor outside the state for resale 
at a large profit to individuals in violation of the opinion of the attorney 
general, which held that persons may only sell liquo. to the State of Mon- 
tana under its state monopoly laws:” 


The chairman and administrator who were serving the board at that 
time were questioned regarding this. 


Mr. Buley appeared first. He stated that this matter had also been 
investigated in 1947, and he explained the details of this authorization. He 
stated that the board did not issue wholesale liquor permits, but special 
purchase shipments were authorized. Mr. Buley explained as follows: 


“The state at no time issued wholesale liquor permits. There is no 
such thing as a wholesale permit, so far as the state is concerned. Whaole- 
sale liquor permits were issued by the Federal Government, and the Mon- 
tana Liquor Control Board did pass a resolution that they would not oppose 
the issuance of such special permits, providing that all liquor was shipped 
directly to the Montana Liquor Control Board. At no time were shipments 
authorized to anyone except to the Montana Liquor Control Board. The 
carriers of all types hauling liquor into Montana were so advised.” 


Mr. Buley further testified as follows: “I might add that such special 
purchase shipments not only resulted in supplying whisky to retailers in 
excess of what the board was able to do during the period of shortage, but 
also resulted in a net profit to the state in excess of one million dollars. 
In addition as was pointed out by the Federal Alcohol Tax Unit, such 
regulated shipments definitely contributed to less bootlegging and moon- 
shining within the state.” 


Mr. Paul W. Smith, attorney for the Liquor Board, explained these 
purchases as follows: “At no time did the Montana Liquor Control Board 
authorize any person to ship liquor into Montana. The only liquor that 
came into Montana came in on a purchase order and travel order from the 
Montana Liquor Control Board, and the liquor was always consigned to the 
Montana Liquor Control Board. 


“During the war, when whiskey became short, there was certain 
whiskey that the Control Board could not go out on the market and buy. 
Certain retailers were in the east, and especially the Montana Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ association, and located liquor outside the state which 
could be purchased on the open market, but which was not available to the 
Montana Liquor Control Board because the liquor was in barrel lots. The 
board could only buy packaged liquor. And when they would locate this 
liquor and make arrangements to have it bottled, the board would pur- 
chase it and pay the O.P.A. price on it and ship it to the Montana Liquor 
Control Board here in Helena. Then the board would take its mark-up on 
the liquor and add the state tax to it and resell part of it to the licensed 
dealers in the state, and kept back part of it under the rationing system to 
be sold to the public through the stores. The matter was taken up with 
the Alcohol Tax Unit of the United States government, and the legal de- 
partment of the Alcohol Tax Department ruled that if the retail liquor 
dealer made one purchase from the board, then they could resell it, as long 
as they only made one sale during one calendar year. After they had 
made some of these purchases, the legal department of the Alcohol Tax 
Unit ruled they could not do that, and wanted the Montana Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association—to clear them of a violation of a federal law—to get 
a basic wholesale permit. -But they didn’t want to do anything in Montana 
unless the board knew about it. So they asked the board if the board could 
pass a regulation stating that the board had no objections to this permit 
being issued, in order so these licensees who were doing something that 
the federal government had previously approved but later had decided that 
they did not think was quite right, under the federal law—and the board 
said that they had no objection to the issuance of a federal basic whole- 
sale permit, but that they could not import liquor into the state of Montana. 
All liquor coming into the state, had to be purchased by the Montana 
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Liquor Control Board. At no time did the board issue a basic wholesale 
permit. The fact is the board had no authority, under the federal law, 
to issue basic wholesale permits. They asked the Attorney General for 
an opinion on it, and the Attorney General said that the regulation had no 
legal effect—it was just surplus, as far as the board was concerned— 
and stated that anybody within the state of Montana who was licensed: 
could buy liquor from the state board. And so the board repealed the 
regulation. The regulation that they passed was just an accommodation 
so that these retailers would not be prosecuted under federal law for some- 
thing that had already been approved by the federal government. It 
wasn’t a mistake of the board—it was a mistake of the Alcohol Tax Unit.” 


On this point, Mr. Wallace testified as follows: ‘““We issued no whole- 
sale liquor permits. That is done by the federal government.” 


Item No. 6 referred to the matter of storing liquor in the First National 
Bank in Helena. The question raised by the Governor was: “Isn’t it a fact 
that some of those holding illegal wholesale liquor permits, stored liquor 
in Helena and not in a state warehouse?” 


We have the testimony of Mr. Fred Heinecke, president of the First 
National Bank of Helena, Mr. Heinecke was asked if liquor had been 
stored in the First National Bank, and—if so—for what purpose. He was 
also asked if the bank had a license to store the liquor, and also if a 
charge was made for this service. 


Mr. Heinecke replied that, “We had no license to store liquor. The 
liquor was held as collateral to a loan, or in anticipation of making a loan. 
We stored, or rather, we accepted it just as we would accept any other 
kind of collateral.” 


Mr. Heinecke also stated that a charge was made for storing the liquor. 
He also was asked what disposition would have been made of the liquor 
if it had been necessary to take possession of the collateral. He replied 
that there was very little danger of having to accept the liquor, but that 
this liquor would have been turned over to the Liquor Control Board if it 
had been necessary to take possession. 


Item No. 7 refers to the issuance of supposedly illegal retail liquor 
licenses at Martin City. 


(The license under consideration was issued to William Boyer, which 
information was provided by Governor Bonner, during the course of his 
testimony before this committee.) 


Mr. Boyer was asked to appear before this committee, and on February 
7, he was questioned regarding this transaction. We were unable to dis- 
close any illegal transaction in the issuance of this liquor license. His tes- 
timony discloses that he made application for the license in the usual way. 
There was some question on the part of the board as to the legality of this 
license, and his application was at first denied. Subsequently, additional 
evidence was introduced, such as affidavits by citizens of the Hungry 
Horse community, copies of which are submitted with this report, indicating 
that the situation was such that the issuance of the license would comply 
with the regulations of the Liquor Control Act. 


Mr. Boyer stated that he had paid $500.00 for this license—that $200.00 
was paid for the beer license and $200.00 for the liquor license, and $100.00 
for the county license—making a total of $500.00—but that this was the 
only money involved in the transaction. He stated that he had not offered 
any remuneration to any member connected with the Liquor Control Board, 
and had not been asked for any contribution by any member of the board 
or anyone connected with the administration of the liquor control act. 


_ Referring to Item No. 8: answers given to question No. 7 cover the point 
raised in Item No. 8, which relates to the refusal of the Liquor Board to

issue a license for the reason that the licenses were oversubscribed, and 
that the applicant was later able to purchase a liquor license for $500.00. 


It developed in the testimony taken that there was a valid question 
relative to the number of licenses that could be issued in that community, 
and when subsequent data was introduced showing that the possible quota 
of licenses had not been completely filled, the board then issued the li- 
cense. The affidavits referred to in the above paragraph support this state- 
ment. 


Item No. 9 refers to liquor stamps held by George M. Melton. Mr. 
Melton appeared before this committee and explained his possession of 
these stamps. 


Quoting from his testimony: “. . . While I was in the Legislature, 
gentlemen—this will answer your question . ..—in the drawer of my desk 
in the House, I found these stamps. I don’t know where they came from 

. They may be spurious, as far as I know. So I filed them away .. .” 


Mr. Melton was asked if, at any time during the time to which he had 
testified, he personally had used these stamps successfully. To which he 
replied, “Absolutely not.” 


He was further asked if he knew of any instance in which these stamps 
were used successfully by any other person in the procuring of liquor in 
the Liquor System of Montana. To which he replied that he did not. 


He was also asked if he had ever taken this matter up with the Liquor 
Board. To which he replied, “Only publicly.” 


Item No. 10: The question was raised regarding the issuance of a 
liquor license to an alien. 


Reference is made to the license Rents by Mr. L. P. DePratu. When 
Mr. Paul W. Smith was questioned regarding this, he explained as follows:

Mr. DePratu made an application to the Montana Liquor Control 
Board for a liquor license, and in the application he swore that he was a 
citizen of the United States. Later on he transferred the license, before 
the board knew that he was not a citizen. I testified in the feder al court, 
was called as a witness in the case. DePratu was brought into the United 
States when he was a small boy, by his father. And, as I understand the 
records, his father took out his first papers for citizenship, but he never 
got his third papers. And DePratu thought that his father had completed 
his citizenship papers. At the time of the case, the Department of Immi- 
gration were not sure that they could even convict him because of the situa- 
tion, but because of a technicality, that his father had never taken out the 
third papers, DePratu was technically not a citizen of the United States—AlIl- 
though he honestly thought he was. He had voted. He had lived at 
Augusta for many years before he went to Great Falls. He had voted 
in this county and in Cascade county, and he honestly thought that he was a 
citizen. The board had no way of finding out that he wasn’t a citizen. It 
took the Department of Immigration a long time, with all the United States 
detectives, to really run it down. It was just an accident, I understand, 
that they ran into it. It couldn’t have been the fault of the board. The 
board had absolutely no knowledge of it. All his friends thought he was a 
citizen.” 


In summarizing this part of the report, we wish to state: 


We find no evidence of corruption or wrongdoing, political or other- 
wise. There is no doubt in the minds of this committee that there have 
been short cuts and evasions of technical rules and regulations. But in 
every instance, the short cuts were taken to facilitate and reduce to prac- 
tical channels ‘the administration of the Liquor Board in accordance with 
common: practice in commerce and industry, where a benefit thereby ac- 
crues. 
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The testimony, a copy of which is available to interested parties, dis- 
closes the fact that records have been kept, and all transactions which we 
have investigated were satisfactorily explained. 


We found that no wholesale liquor permits were issued by the Liquor 
Control Board. 


No testimony was developed that would indicate that the storage of 
liquor in places other than the state warehouse was illegal. 


We do find that losses did occur, because of the fact that brands of 
liquor were purchased which did not prove to be readily salable. How- 
ever, when consideration is given to the unusual circumstances under which 
the board was operating, it is understandable why such transactions did 
prove unprofitable. And we cannot be too critical of the actions of the 
members of the board and those administrators who may have been over- 
zealous in their desires to provide merchandise for the departments under 
their charge—even if later the transactions would not qualify under the 
designation of good judgment. 


We were unable to disclose any fraud in the issuance of the liquor 
license to a citizen residing at Martin City. 


The testimony given by Mr. George M. Melton, relative to the possession 
of illegal liquor stamps, produced no information of importance to this 
committee. Only twenty-one stamps were in his possession, and he had 
no information relative to the source from which they came. 


We can find no reason to criticize the Liquor Board for issuing the 
liquor license to Mr. DePratu, who is referred to as an alien. The records 
of the Liquor Board indicate that this license was issued in the regular 
manner. Later, it was disclosed that this person who received the license 
was not a citizen. The testimony in the Montana court disclosed the fact 
that this said DePratu supposed he was a citizen, because he was brought 
into this country as a boy, that his father had made application for citizen- 
ship, and he presumed the proceeding had been completed. 


Discussion of Auditors’ Report: 


We acknowledge and appreciate the courtesy extended to the Senate 
committee by the House committee, in allowing us to have access to the 
report of the audit compiled by Newland and Blinn. In comparing some of 
the entries in this report with similar items in our proceedings, we find 
some disagreement, and wish to call your attention to these items. 


For instance, we do not think it proper to imply that the entire re- 
sponsibility for the loss incurred during the period 1941 to 1948, amount- 
ing to $2,100,000.00, because of an incorrect method of applying the excise 
tax, should be chargeable to those members who were directing the affairs 
of the Liquor Board during that period. We think it proper to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the State Law establishing an 8 percent excise tax 
was passed and made effective, February 21, 1949; and during this earlier 
period, the period preceding the one now under investigation, the formula 
was developed for applying the mark-up and adding the excise tax. It would 
seem quite natural that, for a time at least, the same procedure should be 
followed by the succeeding administrators. A complete investigation on 
the part of the auditors making this report would also have disclosed that 
an attempt had been made to correct the disparity. In his testimony, Mr. 
J. A. Buley stated that, in May, 1945, he brought this matter to the atten- 
tion of the board, and steps were taken to correct the situation. However, 
it was impossible to make any correction because of a ruling issued by the 
Office of Price Administration to the effect that any increase in price 
would be illegal, and that it was therefore necessary to continue using the 
old formula until the authority of the price administration expired in 1947. 
A considerable amount of the loss would have been avoided if the ad- 
ministrator had been able to take the action suggested by him to correct the 
erroneous method of arriving at the retail price. 
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We are not condoning the errors, and neither do we think it necessary 
to have them exaggerated. 


We also wish to call attention to the following section of the auditor’s 
report: On page 4, we find an item of $919,100.95. This is given as the 
loss caused by the reduction in price on slow-moving items, and the notation 
explaining this entry states that it is a “partial list of reductions in the 
original sales price of merchandise, as noted on inventory cards maintained 
in the central office.” Our figures are not complete, but on the items we 
have checked we note a marked discrepancy. For instance, a comparison of 
the two reports on the four items which have been checked by the Senate 
committee shows that under the House audit system the loss is $244,372.64 
greater than the loss shown when figured by the Senate system. We give 
the comparison in the following schedule:

We question the accounting practice of basing loss on retail price in- 
stead of actual cost. Naturally, using the retail price, the indicated loss is 
very much larger than the actual loss. 


In the auditors’ report we notice the statement relative to Outside 
Dealers. In no way do we find that any of these transactions were ir- 
regular. In other sections of our report we cover the details of these trans- 
action on special permits. If the auditors had completely investigated 
these transactions, we believe they would draw different conclusions. 


The matter of licenses is also discussed by the auditors, This item 
has been investigated very diligently by the Senate committee, and in no 
instance were we able to disclose a single license that was issued irregularly. 
In some cases, it is true, the original application was refused, but when 
subsequent hearings developed additional facts upon which the board could 
find need for reconsidering the preliminary action, then, if the new evidence 
placed the application in a more favorable light, the preceding verdict would 
be changed and a license issued. It must be borne in mind, as shown by the 
testimony of Paul Smith, attorney for the Liquor Board, that the board 
cannot refuse a license if all matters pertaining to the issuance are com- 
plied with. 


Remarks: 


Included in the records of this investigating committee are many re- 
ports and much pertinent data which has been gathered during the course 
of the investigation. A partial list follows: 


We have an itemized list of salaries and expenses of the Liquor Control 
Board. 


Affidavits relative to issuance of licenses in the Hungry Horse area. 
Analysis of Jack Rose transaction. 

Analysis of Ron Toro Rum transaction. 

Anlysis of Tequila transaction. 

Analysis of Moreira Port transaction. 

List of items on which selling prices have been reduced. 


Lauks analysis of Ron Toro Rum. 
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Record of receipts and disbursements of liquor assigned for army use. 
Records pertaining to profits accruing from liquor stamps. 
Comparison of retail store inventories and profits. 


Price list and correspondence with distillers supplying merchandise to 
State Liquor Board. 


We now quote from a letter supplementing the testimony of Mr. David 
R. Wallace. This letter is self-explanatory, and substantiates some of the 
evidence that was produced during the hearings: 


“T have for my attention your communication of February 4th relative 
to information as outlined in your letter under the following numbers: 


“1, Q. As close information as possible respecting losses on liquor 
purchased during the war years. 


“A, We are in the process of obtaining this information, which neces- 
sarily takes considerable time and will be furnished you as soon as avail- 
able. 


“2. Q. Relating to “Jack Rose” whiskey; whether or not this liquor 
was purchased as “Ben Franklin” and “Tom Moore” brands and was re- 
labeled as “Jack Rose” whiskey, when it was ascertained that it would not 
sell under the original brands. 


“A, Relating to Jack Rose whiskey, this whiskey was purchased under 
the original label “Jack Rose” and is still being sold as such. 


“3. Q. Relating to a public statement, on February first, to the effect 
that evidence had been turned up to the effect that the state paid six dol- 
lars to seven dollars more per case for some wartime brands of liquor than 
was paid by Oregon and Washington. 


“A. To the best of my knowledge and belief the State of Montana 
paid no more per case for wartime brands of whiskey (of comparable 
brands) than was paid by Oregon and Washington. All monopoly states 
and dlistillers are bound by the Des Moines Warranty Agreement, which in 
effect is that the same basic price per case is charged to and paid by all 
monopoly states. 


“4, Q. <A public statement was made on January 29 to the effect that 
Mr. Corwin, board chairman, had testified at a hearing that at least two 
unauthorized shipments from Store A were made, that reached persons 
who were not licensed dealers. 


“A. The board records do not disclose any unauthorized shipments 
from Store A made to non-licensed dealers. 


“5. Q. To the effect that quantities of liquor brought into the state 
by truck, during the war years, did not pass through the Control Board for 
imposition of state mark-up and the eight per cent excise tax. 


“A. Regulation No. 11 of the Montana Liquor Control Board requires 
that no liquor shall be imported into the State of Montana except through 
railroad carriers on bill of lading or express receipt to the Montana Liquor 
Control Board, Helena, Montana, and to the knowledge of the board there 
was no liquor which was brought into the state by truck. However, there 
were several cases of truck loads of whiskey passing through the state in 
interstate commerce that were intercepted and seized by the Alcohol Tax 
Unit, and the whiskey turned over to the Montana Liquor Control Board 
He be Cia in its warehouse or stores subject to disposition of the Alcohol

“Hoping that this is a suitable explanation to your questions, and assur- 
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ing you that we are at your service should any further explanations be 
needed, I am,

Discussion: 


Testimony taken and recorded during this investigation discloses the 
fact that some deals charged as being irregular have proven to be perfectly 
legal; and all such transactions have resulted in a substantial profit to the 


state, and also have developed a much larger supply of liquor for state store 
patrons. , 

For instance, the board has been subject to criticism because of the 
fact that liquor was supplied to clubs operated by members of the armed 
forces. All of these transactions were perfectly legal, and all liquor fur- 
nished to such clubs was made available on additional allotments shipped 
on army quotas. The records show that 49,164 units were shipped to the 
Liquor Board on army quotas, and that only 11,452 units were withdrawn 
on orders sent by army organizations—leaving a balance of 37,712 units for 
distribution through state stores to the regular patrons. 


The usual mark-up was received on all of this liquor, and the resulting 
profit to the state was very substantial. 


Likewise, the liquor purchased through private sources and shipped 
to the Montana Liquor Control Board for distribution by the board resulted 
in additional profits. 


We request a continuance of this committee, for the reason that there 
are matters that are under investigation that are only partially completed. 
Additional data must be received, and further study given to these matters, 
before we can draw our conclusions and make our final report. 


In closing, we wish to emphatically state that, in our opinion, the vilifi- 
cation in general terms of men who accept appointment to administrative 
positions in state government is a bad thing for the state. They are sub- 
ject to, of course, and deserve, criticism upon production of fact, and con- 
demnation commensurate with any act of negligence with which they may 
be properly charged. However, if baseless and blanket condemnations 
continue, it is going to be virtually impossible to get men of high caliber 
and concepts of duty in public office.

If the wording “directed” had been used instead of the wording “au- 
thorized” the bill would have accomplished its purpose. ~

A SENATE MEMORIAL TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED 
STATES REQUESTING THE ENACTMENT OF LEGISLATION TO AID 
THE STATE OF MONTANA IN THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE CIG- 
eee TAX NOW EVADED BY THE USE OF THE UNITED STATES 
MAILS. 


TO THE HONORABLE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF THE UNITED STATES IN CONGRESS ASSEMBLED: 


Your Memorialists, the members of the Senate of the Thirty-First 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana now convened in regular 
session, respectfully request: 
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WHEREAS, the State of Montana has imposed a tax on the sale and 
use of cigarettes within its boundaries, and the revenues so obtained con- 
stitute a substantial portion of the revenues available and needed for its 
functions of government; and 


WHEREAS, it has been brought to the attention of the Senate of the 
State of Montana, now in regular Session assembled, that a large and grow- 
ing system of evasion of such tax law has developed; that the United 
States mails are flooded with advertisements and inducements to the citi- 
zens of this state to violate the law; that in numerous instances such ad- 
vertisers entice prospective customers with statements to the effect that 
the use of the United States mails is sufficient proof of the legitimacy of 
such business and such system; that the mails of the United States are 
flooded with cigarettes in the process of delivery within this state, and on 
which cigarettes the tax required by the laws of the state have not and 
will not be paid; that this state is seriously injured and damaged in the 
loss of revenue from this source, and is at a disadvantage in collecting such 
lawful tax by and through such-system; that the mails of the United States 
are being used for the express purpose of evading such tax and the en- 
forcement of the laws of the state; and 


WHEREAS, it has been brought to the attention of the Senate of the 
State of Montana that there is now pending before the Congress of the 
United States a proposed bill which will aid the states by requiring ship- 
pers of cigarettes in interstate commerce to furnish to the taxing authority 
of the state to which shipped, a copy of the invoice on each shipment and 
the name and address of each person to whom shipped; and 


WHEREAS, such legislation by the Congress of the United States will 
greatly aid this and the other states of the Union in the enforcement of its 
laws, and the collection of needed revenue; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the State of 
Montana: That the Congress of the United States be and the same is hereby 
memorialized and respectfully urged to enact legislation requiring shippers 
of cigarettes in interstate commerce to furnish to the taxing authority of 
the state to which shipped a copy of the invoice on each such shipment; or 
to enact such other legislation as will aid the several states affected as 
may be proper;

of the Legislative Session. Committee was discharged.

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duly seconded and carried, the Senate of the Thirty-First Legislative As- 
sembly adjourned sine die at 11:55 P. M., on the Sixtieth Legislative Day.
